MARKED DECREASE NOTED 
IN APPLICATIONS FOR AID 


Manager of Provident Association 
Says Police Keep Vagrants 
Away. 


A decrease of more than 63.8 per cent 
in applications for aid from the home- 
less class ~ was reported to the Boatd 
of Directors of the St. Louis Provident 
Association by General Manager Mc- 
Clain Wednesday. The report covered 
the work of the association for the six 
months ending April 30 last. During 
the same period the sum of $21,331 was 
expended and $32,755.98 was received. 

Individual applications for aid num- 
bering 8845 were received during the six 
months and 1328 families were cared for, 
this being a decrease of about 1° per 
cent. For coal the association expend- 
ed $3105, as against $2815.50 last season. 
Groceries to the value of $2434.57 were 
distributed among the needy. 

In explaining the marked decrease in 
| the number of homeless vagrants, Mr. 
McClain says the increased vigilance of 
the St. Louis Police Department, which 
has made the city an undesirable place 
for tramps, is greatly responsible. The 
mild weather during the winter also 
helped. In his report’ Mr. McClain fur- 
fished the directors with a thorough 
description of the work that has been 
done and an itemized account of the 
money expended.

EVANSVILLE, Ind., May 16.—One 
hundred and twenty street car em- 
ployes, members of the union recent- 
ly formed here, walked out this morn-

There, 
he said, she signed an affidavit stating 
that she did not know whether to ac- 
cuse Kickham or not.

As it 
was, many succeeded in drinking large 
Quantities of the whisky, and several 
Were taken home by friends in a state 
of intoxication. 

Under the laws of this State all in- 
toxicants may be forfeited when found 
in the possession of a saloon keeper or 
*“jointist."’ The liquor dealers of Coffey- 
Ville have been exceeuingly obstinate 
when ordered to close their places. 

It is estimated that fully $7000 worth 
‘of liquor was poured. tnto the _ streets 
yesterday here. Under the law it was 
necessary for the Sheriff to convey the 
goods to the Courthouse yard in this 
city before emptying the Cases.

Ruef Before Grand Jury; 
Schmitz Next, State Says. 


SAN FRANCISCO, May 16.— 
Abraham Ruef is testifying be- 
fore ‘the grand jtiry <nis after- 
noon. The prosecution says that 
Mayor Schmitz will be the next 
to confess: 

Ruef’s appearance before the 
grand jury is expectéd to pro- 
duce another batch of indictments 
against prominent people. 
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Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal. May 16.— 
Abraham Ruef, although declaring he 
had not committed the crime charged 
against him, pleaded guilty yesterday 
before Judgé Dunne to 4 charge of éx- 
tortion. A jury had been selected to 
try him and he gave as his reason for 
changing his plea that the strain of 
the ordeal was breaking his health and 
destroying his mind. 

Ruef was pale and nervous when he 
entered the courtroom accompanied by 
his lawyers. His lawyers announced, 


one by one, that, owing to a grave dif- 
ference of opinion between them and 
their cliént, they were compelled to 
withdraw from the case. The accused. 
man then arose, and tremblingly ad- 
dressed the court, stating, ndt only that 
his health and reason were threatened 
by the strain of the trial, but that his 
family was suffering beyond measure. 

Judge Dunne made ah order deéfer- 
ring sentence for two weeks. Ruef was 


then taken in an automoile to the Fil- 
more stréet house, which for several 
weeks has beén his prison. After he 
was placed in confinement Ruef stated 
frankly that he had been guilty of eon- 
niving at thé cotrupting of municipal 
officials by corporatione, but that he 
was innocent of the charges in connec- 
tion with the French restaurant cases. 
He declared he would expose certain 
men who have been guilty of hoodling. 
He would not sav whether Mayor 
Schmitz ts guilty or not guilty. 
Connived at Corruption. 

“fT enanged my plea to guilty today, 
but I pledge you my solemn word that 
I am innocent,;’’ said Ruef, ‘I have 
been guilty of 
ruption of municipal officials by corpo- 
rations, but ix* these French restaurant 
casés I am not guilty. Since my action 
cf this morning I can have no motive 
in misleading you on this point. Never 
in the wide world could I have heen’ 
convicted on this charge. I pl@adet 
to save the lives of theec who 
are nearest and dearet to me on earth. 
I am net overstating the truth when T 
tell you that if my father, my nother 
and sister had been compelled to éndure 
the strain of my trial, lasting two 
months and possibly longer, it would 
have cost their lives. 

“You don’t know what they have suf- 
fered in these last few months, and I 
would not tell you if I eould. Why, 
night after night—évery  night—my 
father and my Ssistér nave come up 
here into my room and sat for hours, 
saying nothing, seeing nothing. I could 
not stand it any longer. 

“Last night I gathered my family 
about me in this prison housé and pre- 
pared them for the act I had determined 
upon. That would mean one day of 
sorrow. To go on would have meant 
months of agony and—dCeath. 

“T don’t Know what my sentence will 
be. For myself I do not greatly care. 
I could face a crowd of 5000 men—of 
10,000 men—every otle with a rope in his 
hand and calling for my life. But the 
suffering of those I love I could endure 
no longer. I say I do not know what 
my sentence will be. If it be five years 
across the bay I can méet that when it 
comes. I believe that I could spend five 
years in San Quentin almost as com- 
fortably as in a hotel at Napa Springs, 
But if it had meant five years, or 14 
years, or 1400 years, the fear of that 
would not have deterred mé. 

To Expose the High and Low. 

“IT have made no confession. I know 
much. Some things I shall tell. Some 
things I shall not tell. Whenéver an 
innocent man. has beén forced into cor- 
ruption against his will that man I shall 
pretect. Whénever a man, be he high 
of low, has entered into corruption with 
his eyes open, that man I shall expose. 

‘I will not say that at the present mo- 
ment that Mayor Senmitz is guilty of 
the charges that have been brought 
against him, or that he fs innocent. I 
will say this: I wantea to break away 
from Schmitz before his re-élection a 
year ago, and said to him: ‘I am sick 
of the whole thing and I want to get 
out. I can’t stand for all these labor 
union bums you have gathered around 
you ami will appoint. They would eat 
the paint off a house.’ In answer the 
Mayor begged me to stay with him, 
and put up the argumént that these 
fellows must be allowed their share or 
we could never hold the machine to- 
gether. There was all too much truth 
in that. 

“I stayed with Schmitz and I stayed 
with the machine that I, at great labor, 
and pains, had built up. 

“I found I had taken a step away 
from the high and clean ideals with 
which I honestly assure you I original- 
ly entered the politica: field. I found, 
in short, that to hold this machine to- 
gether I had to permit and connive at 
eorruption. In the state of affairs 
existing it was necessary. But I myself 
never asked for a dollar of any man. 
I never took a dishonest dollar from 
the public. The things I did were 
ait that hurt no one. 

“Before the boodie board. of 
visors was elected I warned em 
against crookedness in office. Immed- 
lately after their election I got them 
together and I sa:u to them: ‘Now, ! 
any one of you takes a dollar I wil 
rosecute mv~-cif,’ and I meant it. But 

found that I could not carry out my 
threat and a the machine from go- 
ing to pieces.

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JUDGE ADAMS’ DECISION. 

In deciding the Pierce habeas corpus case, Judge 
Adams of the United States District Court, thrust- 
ing aside technicalities and legal refinements, 
took a broad, common sense view of the law. He 
would not consider the theory that the affidavit 
made by the head of a great business corporation 
was merely a routine and conventional statement, 
which carried no legal or moral responsibility. 
The point of his decision was that “the indict- 
ment * * * states the substance of an of- 
fense within the meaning of the extradition laws 
of the United States.” 

With reference to all implications that Mr. Pierce 
might not be given a fair trial, Judge Adams 
reasoned from the sound theory that the merits 
of the case ought to be adjudicated in the courts 
of the State demanding the prisoner, and assumed 
that those courts would discharge their duty with 
fairness and impartiality to the petitioner as well 
as tothe State. This view was clearly indicated 
in the opinion of the United States Supreme-Court 
in the Pettibone case, referred to by the Post- 
{| Dispatch. 

This decision moves Mr. Pierce a long step near- 
er the trial which is awaiting him in Texas. It 
supplies another gratifying evidencé that the pos- 
sibility of evading court processes and trials, 
under charges of violations of State laws by men 
of wealth and influence, is limited. It is another 
proof of the length and efficiency of the law’s 
arm.

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RAILROAD TAX DODGING. 

The information telegraphed to the Post-Dis- 
patch by its staff correspondent in Jefferson City 
concerning dis¢repancies made in railroad reports 
to the State Board of Equalization and to the 
Railroad Commigsioner, is of prime interest and 
importance. The difference in statements dis- 
covered by the Board of Equalization, strongly 
indicates an attenipt to evade taxation. 

Of five roads, the reports of which have been 
examined, four show substantial discrepancies. 
According to the report of the Rock Island to the 
Equalization Board, that line in Missouri suf- 
fered a deficit of $140,000; but the report submitted 
to the Railroad Commission shows net earnings of 
$2000, a mile. One of this system’s properties—the 
St. Loufs, Kansas City & Colorado, reported to 
the Equalization Board a deficit of $26,078.81, 
wheréas. its réport to thé Railroad Commission 
shows net earnings of $:10,147.94.

Hearing by cable of “dollar wheat” in the Chi- 
cago pit, the Scotch bakers advanced the price of 
bread in Scotland and flour was advanced in both 
England and Germany. 

As an incident of the same pit prices, we have

But if the 
West sells enough actual wheat for enough actual 
dollars, or their equivalénts in the térms of Buro- 
pean money, it will have actual money to pay for 
everything St. Louls has to sell in exchange either 
for dollars or wheat. 

Ten cents advance on the price of thé wheat the 
West actually ships and sells in Europe this year 
may mean more millions of actual money in the 
West and herice all that more inoney méans. But 
in the meantime, the advance in Chicago betting 
prices means merely that the modern art of pick- 
ing pockets has no Conhettion with business ex- 
cept as it plunders it.

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| SCIENCE FINDS WEALTH IN CORNSTALKS 


ROF. WILEY of the Department of Agriculture say# that inasmuch as ev- 

p éry 100 pounds of cornStalks will yield six and a half pownds of absolute 

alcohol, it is obvious that the ignorant agriculturist has been allowifig an 
énormous amount of wealth to go to waste. 

Say that one acre will yield from 10 to i2 tons of grain stalks, or about 2,- 
60 pounds, and you have a qiiantity of raw material which will produce 1390 
pounds of absolute alcohol, or 216 galtons. Alcohol at the present time is worth 
40 cents a gallon. 

Ground in a wet condition and dried, cornstalks may bé kept indefinitely, and 

are ready at any time for conversion into alcohol. Prof. Wiley says that the 
alcohol derivable from the cornstalks that now go to waste in this country 
would not dfily drive all the machitiery of our factories, but would furnish the 


requisite power for all our ratiroads and steamboats, run all of our automo-

WASHINGTON, May 16.—E. H. Har- 
riman must be criminally prosecuted 

for his railroaa deals. 

This is the fixed determination of 
President Roosevelt, without reference 
to what action may be suggested by 
the Department of Justice or the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. He 
reached this conclusion a long time ago, 
and nothing short of drastic proceed- 
ings against Harriman will satisfy him. 

The question of selecting a psycho- 
logical time for beginntng proceedings 
against Harriman is all that has de- 
layed the bringing of a suit. The Presi- 
dent is apprehensive that prosperity 
may be affected by suits to dissolve all 
the combinations arranged by Harri- 
man. He does not desire such a con- 
dition to arise until nearer the close of 
his term. For this reason he had de- 
cided not to have proceedings instituted 
until late in the autumn or the winter. 
This understanding existed at the De- 
partment of Justice and the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 

Consternation prevailed here today 
when it became known that in some 
way the report submitted to the com- 
‘mission by Messrs. Kellogg and Sever- 
ance had become public. This arose 
from the fact that the President has 
not yet read or approved the report. 

The Attorneys’ Report. 

Frank B. Kellogg and Charles A. 
Severance ware detailed as special at- 
torneys to assist the Interstate Com- 
merce Commision in investigating the 
various railroad transactions of Mr. 
Harriman. In addition they were to 
examine certain books. They prepared 
and submitted a report to the commis- 
sion outlining the result of their in- 
quiries; what, as they believed, the tes- 
timony disclosed; what new legislation 
is needed, and on what basis legal pro- 
ceedings should be instituted against 
Harriman. 

This report was sent to the Govern- 
copies 
were ordered. One of these went to the 
President, and has not yet been ex- 
amined. The others went to the Inter- 
state Commerce Commissioners. They 
have not gone fully into the matter of 
the report, and have not approved it or 
formulated any recommendations to the 
Department of Justice. 

All the testimony during the hearings 
on the Harriman transactions are ap- 
pended to the Kellogg-Severance re- 
port, together with their own conclu- 
sions and the result of their personal 
examinations of books. The personal 
report of Kellogg and Severance covers 
25 printed pages.

Case May Be Heard in Either Court 
of Appeals or Supreme 
Court. 


By taking appeals to the United 
States Supreme Court and the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals from 
the decision of Judge Adams of the 
United States District Court denying 
him a writ of habeas corpus to prevent 
his extradition to Texas.to answer an 
indictment for false swearing, H. Clay 
Pterce, millionaire ofl magnate, will ie- 
tain his liberty for at least another six 
months. 

After perfecting his appeals and belng 
released from custody on two bonds of 
$20,000 each, Pierce departed for New 
York Wednesday night. About the 
fame time Sheriff George S. Mathews of 
Travis County, Texas, who came tl) 
take Pierce to Austin, left for home. 

The double appeal 1s unusual in lega: 
procedure. Only questions of jurisdic- 
tion can be heard in the Supreme Court, 
which meets in Washington next Octo- 
ber. All of the points raised hy Pierce’s 
counsel can be reviewed in the Circuit 
Court of Appeals which meets in S8St. 
Louis next Decemper. Judge Adams, 
who decided the case against Pierce, is 
a member of the Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals. 

Plerce Jokes With Sheriff, 

Pierce first appeared in the Federal 
Court at 10 a. m. Wednesday and heard 
Judge Adams read the decision against 
him. He appeared again at 2 p. m., 
When his application for the appeals 
were presented, and a third time in 
Judge Adams’ office, to sign the bonds. 
Although Sheriff Mathews realized that 
he could not get the prisoner, he kept in 
touch: with every movement of Pierce, 
and was always on hand where there 
was anything to be done. 

After Pierce’s bonds had been accept- 
ed he turned to Sheriff Mathews, told 
him good-by, and wished him a safe 
and pleasant journey home, adding that 
he had intended to take the bnheriff 
down in his private car. 

Pierce’s trouble is the result of an 
affidavit he made, May 31, 1900, to get 
his company reinstated in Texas. He 
disincorporated the old company, after 
its conviction of being a trust, and or- 
ganized a new company. Attorney-Gen- 
eral Hadley of Missouri developed evi- 
dence that, the reorganization of the 
company was a subterfuge to get back 
into Texas. The controlling owner- 
ship of the Waters-Plerce Oil Co. re- 
mained with the Standard Oil Co. after 
the reorganization precisely as it had 


been before. Pierce swore that his com- 
pany was in no trust or agreement.

When his body 
reached the morgue @ flask containing 
a half pint of whisky was found in an 
inside coat pocket. Thé fact that ihe 
whisky bottle was unbroken wag con- 
elusive evidence to the man’s friends 
that it was not on his person. when 
the car bore down upon him. But it 
was the purpose of those working in 
behalf of the Metropolitan interésts to 
produce the whisky bottle in support of 
the defense that the victim was drunk 
when the accident occurred.
